Those viewers with the patience 
and determination to watch 
until its end rhe BEC TY debate 
on brain death on. Thursday 
were left with the experts 
disagreeing. Four British 
specialists were coutident of tbe 
reliabiliry of the diagnostc code 
ir current use as agreed by the 
Royal Colleges; four critics 
{two British, one American, ole 
Norwegian) argued that 
additional safeguards were 
needed. In particular they wan- 
ted to add to the series of tests 
ar  _electroercephalographic 
recording (EEG) of the electric 
cal activity within the brain. 

This disagreement is not 
simply a matter of academic 
debate ;.any uncertainties need 
to be elirrinated for two reasons 
to restore public confidencs 
for the future and to reassure 
the relatives of the thousands of 
Peat wilo have been certl- 
ied as dead in the past using 
the British code. 

any Yriewers must haye 
echoed . the. central question 
posed by Mr Ludovic Kennedy : 
why do the British experts not 
agree to add the EEG to their 
code as an additional, reassuz- 
ing test ? 

Parients with brain damage 
(or some other medica] con- 
dition) severe enough to ston 
their breathing need mechanical! 
ventilation if they are to be 
kept alive. If the brain does nor 
recover, the patient's heart and 
ungs can be kept going for 
some days, but eçentually the 
heart will stop. However, con- 
tinaing the veutilation of what 
is, in effect, a corpse for several 
days distresses relatives and 
nursing staff and denies life. 
saving facilities to other 
dangerously il patients. Ia such 
cases the brain-death procedure 
has been designed to answer the 
single, simple question: “Is 
there any N that this 
patient will eyer become con- 
scious or resume normal 
breathinz without the use of 
the machine ?” 

The Royal Colleges claim that 
their code gives a totally 
reliable answer to that question 
by testing (in patients ktowa 
to have strtictural brain 
damage) the vital segment of 
the brain—the brain stem—that 
controls consciousness, breath- 
ing, blood pressure, and other 
vital functions. The critics want 
to add the EEG to test the 
function of other. parts of the 
brain—those concerned with 
thought, speech, and voluntary 
movements : 

The objection to the addition 
of che EEG is ghat the test does 
not help .and ay confuse. The 
EEG may show no function in 
the brain in patients with re- 
coverable brain disorders—in 
particular, overdosage of drugs ; 
and it may show continuing elec- 
trical activity in some patients 
with irreversible damage to the 
brain whose hearts stop shortly 
afterwards. Testing the function 
of the whole brain is, say the 
Roya} Colleges, as irrelevant as 
teşting the function of the 
liver: the crucial question is

31. Uuader the Copyright Act, 1956, 
copyright in a nmiusical!l work ceases 
E0 years after the death of the 
author. It îs the contention of 
publishers that a new copyright is 
created by a new edition of tite 
work. T submit that the mere alter- 
ation of a few phrases, say, In 
*“ Good King WencesJas ”, does not 
create a new copyright. The changes 
musr be substantial nud creative 
(the Act refers to “anı arrangement 
or transcription of the work ”). 

2. Under the statute “the Acts re- 
stricted by copvright ” include “ per- 
forming the work in public ™, but in 
general performances of musical 
works in schools are private per- 
formances to which the public, other 
possibly than parents, are not admit- 
ted. (I make no comment on the 
Oakham Sckool case as I do not 
know the faces.) They would not 
appear to be restricted by the Act.

Pioneer in aviation design 


. In 1932. Northrop formed the 
Northrop Corporation, El 
Segunda, California. This com- - 
pany supplied rhe Northror 
Gamma and Delta cormriercial 
.aircraft, e A-17 and A-17A 
attack aircraft, tbe Navy BT-1 
diye bomber (forerunner of the 
Douglas Dauntless, and mili- 
tary aircraft far other countries. 
In 1937 the corporation became 
the El Segundo division of the 
Douglas Aircraft Company, 
Narthrop was back on hiç awn 
in the field of design and con- 
struction in 1939, founding the 
Northrop Aircraft, Tac, remaitie 
ing a director until’ 1952. The 
name of the firm was changed 
to that of the Northrop Corpora 


tion ii 1959. 

Among the designs which 
were produced were the N3-PB 
seaplare ; thê P61 Black Widow 
night fighter; and rhe’ F89 
Scorpion jet tighter. In 1946 


a highly individual aircraft 
appeared, the XB-35 flying win 
bomber. The .YBA49. a jet: 


engined version of the XB-35 
was also developed. 


After an appearance in Lan- 
dan in 1903 he wert on tour 
with Clara Butt, Later in his 
career he was associated with 
various players af chamber _ 
music, of whom Henry Folst 
was a partner of long standing, .

February 19 at Glen- 
dale, California. He was 35. 

Bora on Navember 10, 1895, 
Northrop was;an early believer 
in alkmeral ;aircraft construc» 
ion. ln the 1920s he was a co- 
founder of the Lockheed Air- 
erafr Corporation and was chief 
engineer there. 

He designed the Lockheed 
Vega, an advanced design whiçh 
set mauy speed and endurance 
records. Jt was .a Vega which 
was flown by the famous Ameri 
can pilor Amelia Earheart when 
jn 1932 she crossed the Atlantic 
solo, the first woman to do so. 

Northrop left Lockheed in 
1928 to form Tie Avion Cor- 
poration which carried 
research and development on a 
flying wing design for au all 
meta] multicellular aircraft, 
Avion was hougbt by United 
Aircraft and Transport Corpora- 
tion in 1930, the year Northrop 
built the Alpha, a mınticellular 
design and something of a 
pioneer int low-wing monoplares. 


Mr Frank Merrick, CBE, died 
ori February 13 ac the age of 94, 
though generally thought of as 
a Pianist was more than a 
pianist, though his cotmpositious 
achieved only a lirwtitedg cur- 
rency.

So much for emergencies. The 
greatest annual problem used 
to be the fitted carpet or, 
indeed, arly carper too large and 
too heavy t10 more singJe 
handed, but today there are 
several companies who supply 
soilexıraction machines for 
hire. Thay look like the cylinder 
type of vacuum cleaner and are 
slightly Tess powerful versions 
of the machines used by profes- 
sionals.

To find out how easy they are 
to use and how effective, I 
tried three machines — the 
Hydra-Mist 650 GB, the Bissell 
CS5 6 and the Hoover Chermco.

All are easy to operate und 
nat nearly so cumbersome to 
use as they appear, running 
easily on castors and following 
you around with K9 devotion, 
like Dr Who’s dog. I found the 
Bissell the lightest and most 
manageable, Ali were a great 
deal .mare effective than an 


ordinal carpet shampoo 
hise which oversoaks and 
over-foams. 


Hiring costs vary according 
to the local agent and It is 
worth shopping around for the 
best deal. Bissell's usual charge 
is around £10 a day, iucluding 
the chemical kit which provides 
1 litre of “shampoo”, de- 
foamer (to be used if the carpet 
has been previously cleaned) 
and prespotting kit.

So if your carpets have nor- 
mal use and are not too dirty. 
these types of machine are well 
Worth Hiring. You could clean 
two carpets in one day and 
some agents charge less for 
each subsequent day's hire. Arı 
extra day gives you the oppor’ 
tunity to assess the .effect and 
decide whether another appli- 
cation is necessary. Some house- 
holds club together and share 
the machine. 4 

However, I haye two reserva: 
tions. The first is thar 1 have 
not found this type of suction 
machine effective on uphols- 
tery, although some do have 
an upholstery attachment. The 
second is that if the carpet IS 
really E as mine was, you 
might do berter to have it pro- 
fessionally cleaned in the first 
place.
